According to TenTec, who make an external *RFx-type processor (RF clipper) 
for SSB use (I have one), for best results you must start, i.e. 
pre-clipping, with a mic having a very flat response. They use an electret 
which meets that requirement. 


Now what they do xafter*x clipping I don't know (am not home now so can't 
look at schematic), but suspect not much. 


This unit gives my particular voice (ur mileage may vary) very nice reports 
on Hammar HX-50 & Drake T-4B SSB. 


In contrast, when using AF clipping, the trick is use a rising with 
frequency response pre-clipping so the low freqs don't overwhelm the whole 
clipped signal with their post-clipping harmonics. They could cover up the 
high freq components needed for intelligibility with grunge. 


I've noticed that the Heil elements do generally sound very punchy & 


intelligible on SSB. His suggested freq response characteristics (500 
to 3800 Hz, 10 dB rise at 2000 Hz) are interesting. 


This is of course all moot when discussing AM apps! No clipping, no 
compression, no EQ, no nuthin', just a straight wire with gain (that would 
be the antenna).

W3CRA, (post-war) was originally W8CRA when he was one of the original 5 
members of DXCC in December, 1937. His total at that time was 112, which 
placed him at the top of the original listing. 


WPA was W8 
pre-war, and W3 post-war. 


He was quite famous, and was featured in ads sponsored by EIMAC tubes. In 
the ad on page 51 of Sept, 1940 QST, his home brew rig featured a pair of 
250T's and his RX was homebrew.

I found myself in Lima, Ohio for a few hours. 


Luckily I had two sweatshirts in the van, as I knew that back warehouse 
was going to be cold! Sure enough, it proved to be, and within a half 
hour I was just at the edge of being too cold, but all of the goodies 
urged me on. 


Fair Radio looked to be a bit healthy, with some new stuff coming off a 
trailer that very day. Phil and the gang were running around, trying to 
make room for the pallets. The air quickly became tainted with the smell 
of their forklift's exhaust, but still the goodies urged me on. 


The goodies, you say? This is what I got: 
(1) NIB MT-23/A ATR rack - good for aircraft stuff. 


(various) connectors - wow, they have lots of connectors. I _need_ to bring 
a want list next time. I even found some of the goofy five pin IFF plugs. 


(2 more) well used mounts - FT-305 and FT-335. These, along with the 
FT-301-A I got last time, haunt me. They look identical, are obviously 
Western Electric, and look like 1-1/2 ATR mounts with big rectangular 
connector in the back. Help? Anybody? Early aircraft radar? 


(1) AS-65/APQ-2 - neat little jammer "whips". Pretty short (6 to 12 
inches), but brand new. They still have more. 


(1) AT-42/APT - a much bigger blade antenna, also for a jammer, also new. 


(1) BC-414 and (1) BC-432 - mixed amongst the BC-433s (the control box 
for the SCR-269 Direction Finder). Basically the same as the BC-433s, all 
made by Bendix, why the different numbers? 


And the find of the day: 


(1) Hand crank generator for the TBO. This was mixed amongst their TBX 
hand crank generators (it looks just the same), but that magical tag says 
its from 1936. 


I also found a bunch of stuff for someone else (he provided a want list). 
Basically, NIB RU-19 mounts, new FT-99 mounts (same thing, but aluminum 
for the BC-*-229), FT-161s, GP-6 loading coil. Fair Radio still has a good 
supply of all of these at very reasonable prices (and not in tha catalog). 


Anyway, it was a pretty good (but cold and dirty) day. Next time I think 
I will concentrate on the connector piles, as I need so many of the darn 
things, and they have bushels of them!

Dry Dockers; 


Christmas is the time to work on BA's at this shack. And so I finished up 
overhauling my newly acquired HP 334A distortion analyzer. It arrived in 
good physical condition apparently having spent most of its life up to now 
under humane care. Internally it was at loose ends with several instances 
of loose hardware that I reported to the List earlier. Also, the automatic 
distortion nulling circuit was not working. The usual thorough inspection, 
cleaning and lubricating of mechanics and switch contacts produced a 
deserved sigh of relief. The blackened NE-2 neon pilot lamp got replaced. 
I was able to quickly obtain an original manual from Manuals Plus. The 
334A's circuitry, composed entirely of discrete hunks of sillycon, is a 
neat affair with phase detectors and light bulb excited photoresistor 
bridge arm nulling varistors. After two capacectomys it was all well again 
but a little silly from having been improperly calibrated by one of its 
previous custodians. Several hours of tweaking and careful checking and it 
works better than new, I think. I was pleased to discover my old faithful 
Heathkit AG-9A audio oscillator was capable of 0.017% THD, also confirming 
that my HP 330B distortion analyzer was up to snuff as it said the Heath 
was good for 0.02%. 


I highly recommend the HP 334A distortion analyzer to my BA brethren 
because of its two nifty features. It will demodulate an AM signal to 
measure its distortion and with its automatic nulling it will maintain null 
while adjustments are being made to receivers, modulators or transmitters. 
You can put off growing another arm if you have one. They seem to be 
plentiful on eShoosh going for as little as $82 to upwards of $200. Not 
bad money for what it can do for your station, methinks.
